Due to the additional consideration required by these amendments, they will not be entered; however, Applicant has raised further 
issues asside from these amendments. 

1) With regards to claim 9, A trace cache is considered to be commonly used in the art; see the attached reference. The remaining 
limitations follow logically after the combination of the trace cache. In particular, the floating point instructions will require a prediction as 
shown in Pontius. These instructions will be put into the trace cache; therefore, it would logically follow that "the prediction circuit is 
configured to predict the execution latency responsive to the floating point operation being included in a trace". Furthermore, an indication 
of the latency is included in each necessary instruction; as stated previously, the instructions will be included in the trace cache; therefore, 
it would logically follow that the indication of the e xecution latency would be stored in a trace cache. 

2) With regards to claim 8. Examiner apologizes if the explanation is unclear. Examiner previously stated that the latency can be 
measured at any point in the pipeline; this includes the prediction of latency (as described within the rejection of claim 1). With regards to 
the scheduler, Applicant's attention is directed to Pontius figure 1 . The LAE and LAD hardware is used to make the prediction (note col 4 
lines 3-20). This information is then utilized to schedule the instruction to either the execution unit or to a software multiplication 
mechanism. Consequently, this portion of the processor is very reasonably considered to be a scheduler. . 
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
